LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  1923. 

As  laid  down  in  Circular  269  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
this  year’s  Report  is  an  “ Ordinary  ” one,  consisting  of  little 
more  than  a summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  Department 
during  the  year.  “ Survey  ” Reports — of  a full  and  detailed 
character — are  required  every  fifth  year.  The  next  Survey 
Report  is  due  in  1925. 

Conversions  of  privies  into  fresh-water  closets  are  going 
forward  satisfactorily. 

The  appointment  of  a Veterinary  Surgeon  to  inspect  the 
dairy  cows  periodically  cannot  fail  to  be  beneficial  in  safe- 
guarding the  milk  supply. 

The  public  conscience  is  being  slowly  aroused  in  regard 
to  the  nuisance  from  smoke,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some 
solution  will  be  found  to  this  vexed  question  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  Appendix  to  the  Report  will  be  found  some 
interesting  statistics  relating  to  Kearsley,  obtained  from  the 
last  census. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Committee  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Births. — The  birth  rate  for  1923  was  18.9  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  against  16.7  for  1922.  This  increase  is 
satisfactory  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  taking  the  country  as  a 
whole,  the  Birth  Rate  continues  to  fall. 

Deaths. — The  general  death  rate  for  1923  was  14.4  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  against  10.5  for  1922.  The  increased 
mortality  was  chiefly  due  to  bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  cancer. 
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Infantile  Mortality. — There  has  been  a slight  rise  in 
the  number  of  infants  dying  before  the  age  of  12  months,  the 
rate  per  1,000  registered  births  being  88,  against  84  the 
previous  year,  and  against  69  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
severe  winter,  and  especially  the  lack  of  sunshine,  were  pre- 
judicial to  the  health  of  infants.

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CLOSET  CONVERSIONS. 

During  the  year  275  privy  closets  and  15  pail  closets 
were  converted.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  Section  39 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907. 

Half  the  cost  is  borne  by  the  Council.  The  work  of 
conversion  is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  There  still  remain 
706  privy  closets  to  be  converted. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  four  in  the  District,  all  registered.  They  are 
mostly  old  buildings,  many  of  them  being  too  near  to  dwelling- 
houses.  Such  as  they  are,  however,  they  are  kept  in  a fairly 
satisfactory  condition. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

Disinfection  of  houses  after  infectious  disease  is  carried 
out  by  formalin  spraying.  Clothing,  etc.,  is  conveyed  to  the 
Farnworth  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  to  be  dealt  with  by 
the  steam  disinfector.  During  the  year  31  houses  and  459 
articles  were  disinfected.  The  disinfection  of  filthy  houses  is 
effected  by  means  of  sulphur  fumigation. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

These  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals,  and  any 
sanitary  defect  notified. 

The  Council  have  appointed  a Veterinary  Surgeon — Mr. 
J.  D.  Whitehead,  F.R.C.V.S.,  of  Salford, — to  inspect  all  the 
dairy  cows  in  the  District  twice  a year.  It  is  expected  that 
Mr.  Whitehead  will  pay  his  first  visit  early  in  the  new  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  in  and  around  our 
large  towns  by  industrial  and  domestic  smoke  is  one  of  the 
most  urgent  and  difficult  problems  confronting  Public  Health 
Authorities.  Not  only  does  smoke  vitiate  the  air,  but  it  deprives 
the  community  of  much  sunlight  and  thereby  lowers  the  vitality 
especially  of  children.  The  economic  loss  to  the  country  caused 
by  smoke  is  enormous. 

Unfortunately  there  are  no  legislative  measures  which 
enable  us  to  deal  effectively  with  this  nuisance.  Against  domes- 
tic chimneys  (which  cause  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  trouble) 
we  have  no  legislative  remedy,  while  in  the  case  of  factories, 
although  “ any  chimney  sending  forth  black  smoke  in  such 
quantity  as  to  be  a nuisance  ” can  be  dealt  with,  yet  there  is 
no  definition  of  the  word  “ black,”  nor  does  the  law  indicate 
what  amount  of  smoke  constitutes  a nuisance.  The  result  is 
that  Authorities  have  fixed  their  own  standards,  and  these 
vary  greatly  throughout  the  country. 

The  Ivearsley  standard  is: — 7!,  minutes  per  hour.
